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Dentistry Must Tell Its Story

Only about 20 per cent of our people 
visit a dentist regularly. This fact should 
cause dentists everywhere to pause and 
ask themselves why millions of men and 
women, who need dental care, do not 
take advantage of what modern dental 
science has ‘to offer them and their chil- 
dren. True, lack of the means to pay 
for service is the reason in many cases, 
but it is not the principal reason why 
the public stays away from the dentist’s 
office. 

The answer is that the public has not 
been educated to want dental health as 
acutely as it wants automobiles and 
radios, washing machines and fur coats. 
Yet the public’s appetite for these articles 
was not acquired spontaneously. It was 
aggressively stimulated by industries 
which have done a better selling job 
than dentistry has done. They have 
spent huge sums of money to create their 
markets, annual appropriations for ad- 
vertising averaging from 3 to 10 per cent 
of gross sales, with results that speak 
- for themselves. 


PROFESSIONALISM VS. BUSINESS 


Dentistry is a profession which cannot 
and should not be exploited as are articles 
of commerce. This does not alter the 
fact, however, that dentistry is a service 
which is produced, bought, and sold, and 
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is therefore subject to all the economic 
laws, rules, and influences that are in- 
volved in the distribution of commercial 
merchandise. The underlying principles 
involvéd in the selling of commodities 
and services in the business world are 
applicable to dentistry and, if adequately 
and intelligently applied, can substan- 
tially increase the volume of dental 
practice. 
It is in the application of these prin- 
ciples that dentistry and business part 
company. Business, except in isolated in- 
stances, goes direct to the potential con- 
sumer and attempts to create a demand 
for its products, and, having done so, 
directs him to a specific vendor to 
satisfy the demand. Professionalism pre- 
cludes practices of this character. But 
professionalism does not preclude the 
telling of its story on an organizational 
basis. On the contrary, it is an obliga- 
tion of professionalism to tell the public 
of the benefits of its ministrations. 
Chicago dentists have for many years 
urged the establishment of a comprehen- 
sive program of public education de- 
signed specifically to stimulate dental 
practice. A realization that the time is 
ripe for such an undertaking led to the 
establishment by the Chicago Dental 
Society of the Dental Hygiene Institute 
of Chicago, which opened its doors on 
February 1, 1942. This step was taken 
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after exhaustive consideration of ways 
and means by which our objective might 
be achieved. 


WHY A SEPARATE ORGANIZATION ? 


There are several reasons for the de- 
cision to sponsor an organization outside 
the Society itself, instead of setting up an 
educational committee within the Soci- 
ety. One is that dental health is not the 
sole responsibility of the dental profes- 
sion and that a separate organization 
provides a medium for lay participation 
in community dental health education. 
As will be seen from the list of directors, 
prominent laymen connected with im- 
portant civic organizations are actively 
participating in the administration of the 
Institute, each one an ambassador of the 
Institute to the organization he repre- 
sents, with the result that the Institute 
has been able to secure the active coop- 
cration of these agencies. 

Another reason for a separate organ- 
ization is that the commercial interests 
in dentistry, as well as the dental profes- 
sion, will profit financially from any siz- 
able increase in the volume of dental 
practice and hence should help to sup- 
port the program, which they are doing 
substantially. Acceptance of such finan- 
cial aid, however, would not be appro- 
priate if the Society were the recipient. 

The Dental Hygiene Institute, there- 
fore, is a complete autonomous entity, 
with its own constitution and by-laws, its 
own officers and board of directors, its 
own office, and its own employees. The 
Chicago Dental Society, however, main- 
tains control over the Institute’s pro- 
fessional policies by two provisions of 
the by-laws: (1) that no activities or 
programs may be undertaken without the 
approval of the Institute’s Professional 
Policy and Guidance Committee, and 
(2) that the Professional Policy and 
Guidance Committee be made up exclu- 
sively of dentists nominated by the Chi- 
cago Dental Society annually. The 
Institute occupies space formerly occu- 
pied by the Dental Study Club on the 
fourteenth floor of the Michigan Boule- 
vard Building. 


BUDGET 


Recognizing that the first year would 
be essentially experimental, a conserva- 
tive budget totaling $12,000 was set up. 
Of this the Chicago Dental Society sub- 
scribed 50 per cent, or $6,000, from the 
Society’s treasury, with the stipulation 
that the balance be raised from other 
quarters. Considering the local supply 
houses, laboratories, and manufacturers 
as the logical source, they were asked to 
contribute and promptly and cheerfully 
subscribed the remaining $6,000. In 
addition to this fund, annual member- 
ships at $5 each are solicited from both 
dentists and laymen. It is hoped that 
eventually every member of the Chicago 
Dental Society will become a member of 
the Institute. This would mean an addi- 
tional income of around $18,000 which, 
together with the revenue from other 
sources, would provide a budget of suffi- 
cient size to undertake a really compre- 
hensive educational program. 


EDUCATIONAL DIRECTOR 


The decision to employ a lay educa- 
tional director was based upon the belief 
that the job is not of a technical nature, 
but requires a background of organiza- 
tion and promotion experience such as 
few dentists have had. Furthermore, it 
was felt that a layman’s point of view 
would be more effective in interpreting 
dental hygiene to the lay public. 

The Institute’s first director, Mr. Wil- 
liam B. Pringle, who laid the groundwork 
for the important activities now being 
carried on, was inducted into the United 
States Army in July and was succeeded 
as of September 1 by Miss Josephine 
Bessems. Miss Bessems came to the Insti- 
tute with a record of accomplishment in 
the field of hospital public relations, com- 
mercial promotion, radio, and association 
work. 


FIRST COMPREHENSIVE PROGRAM 


The program of the Institute is out- 
lined elsewhere in this issue of THE Fort- 
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NIGHTLY Review. This is the first large- 
scale plan of dental health education 
ever offered in Chicago that has received 
the official endorsement as well as the 
financial support of the Chicago Dental 
Society. In New York, the Dental In- 
formation Bureau was born in 1938 to 
undertake a publicity campaign for den- 
tistry. The Massachusetts Dental Foun- 
dation, organized six years ago, has 
undertaken a campaign of newspaper 
advertising and also maintains a speakers’ 
bureau. There is an organization doing 
similar work in Akron, Ohio. Other 
cities have sponsored limited educational 
programs. Chicago, however, has the 
distinction of being the first major Amer- 
ican city to establish an organization, 
professionally guided, with a comprehen- 
sive program for improving the dental 
health of its citizens. 


AN OPPORTUNE TIME 


What such a program can accomplish 
in the way of improved health for the 
80 per cent of our people who do not 
ordinarily have regular dental care is 
obvious to any thinking person. What 
it can accomplish, and is accomplishing, 
in bringing new patients into the offices 
of Chicago dentists is also obvious. 

The present is a particularly advan- 
tageous time to launch this program. 
More people are working than has been 
the case for many years, probably more 
than ever before, and at higher wages. 
They are restricted in what they can 


purchase with their increased incomes, 
and there remains a vast amount of 
money available for the purchase of den- 
tal health. This gives dentistry a unique 
opportunity to gain its rightful place in 
the family budget, which, once recog- 
nized, it is not likely to lose when auto- 
mobiles and radios again become avail- 
able. 

This cannot be accomplished in a few 
months. It requires a continuous, inten- 
sive program over a long period of time 
to overcome the public’s indifference. 
But the Institute, we feel, has made a 
good start in the right direction. 


SUPPORT OF DENTAL PROFESSION 


The successful operation of the Dental 
Hygiene Institute requires the coopera- 
tion of the dental profession through 
membership. The Institute is dentistry’s 
sales department, and the effectiveness 
of its program will be determined by the 
support it receives. The $5.00 for mem- 
bership dues asked from each member 
of the Chicago Dental Society is infini- 
tesimal when compared with the amounts 
spent by commercial advertisers to create 
a demand for their services. Yet, if every 
member of the Society will contribute 
this small amount each year, a continu- 
ing program can be undertaken which 
will increase substantially the volume of 
dental practice as well as result in im- 
proved health for thousands of our fel- 
low citizens who need to be told dentis- 
try’s story. 


GIFT TO INSTITUTE HONORS DR. CARTWRIGHT

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The Institute’s Program

When the Institute’s program was 
under consideration a year ago, it was 
quite natural that an effort should be 
made to profit by the experience of 
others. A survey of the promotional 
activities of a number of organizations 
revealed that in those situations where an 
educational program must function with 
limited financial resources, education by 
the direct method is the usual choice. 
This means, in our case, going directly 
to the prospective patient and telling 
dentistry’s story in the most convincing 
manner possible. This technic has been 
employed with spectactular success in 
other fields having much in common 
with dentistry from the promotional and 
educational standpoint. 

It was decided at the outset that the 
use of paid space in newspapers, bill- 
boards, car cards, and the use of paid 
radio time is out of the question with the 
limited funds available at present and 
which are likely to be available in the 
predictable future. 

Following a thorough study of our 
problem from all angles, a three-point 
program was charted which includes the 
following major activities : 


EDUCATIONAL FILMS 


Seeing is one of the most potent means 
of telling a convincing story. It was de- 
cided, therefore, that an important part 
of the Institute’s program should be the 
production and showing of educational 
films. Business has recognized the enor- 
mous potentiality of the sound film as 
a sales agent. Tests by educators have 
proved that sound pictures hold atten- 
tion better than “in person” demonstra- 
tions, and that facts conveyed by sound 
films stick in the human mind longer 
and more comprehensively than when 
conveyed by other media. 

Our first undertaking, a sound slide 
film titled “The Keys to Health and 


Happiness,” was completed in July. (A 
description of this film will be found 
elsewhere in this issue of THE REVIEW.) 
It is planned to produce additional films 
during 1943. In addition to its own pro- 
duction, the Institute makes use of films 
produced by other agencies, such as the 
sound color motion picture, “About 
Faces,” produced by the U. S. Public 
Health Service. We feel, however, that 
our own film tells a more convincing 
story than any so far available from 
other sources. 

These films are now being shown with- 


out charge to lay audiences—women’s 


clubs, parent-teacher associations, lodges, 
church groups, Lions and Kiwanis clubs, 
and employee groups. This part of the 
program did not get really under way 
until the opening of the fall club season 
in September. During the fall months 
there have been an average of sixteen to 
eighteen film showings a month, with a 
total attendance up to the end of Decem- 
ber of 4,007 laymen. Bookings for 1943 
are coming in at a gratifying rate, and 
it is expected that after the first of the 
year we will have an average of upwards 
of thirty showings a month. 

The Institute’s field representative—a 
woman experienced in club contact work 
—takes the projection equipment with 
her to each meeting and shows the film. 
The War Rationing Board has recog- 
nized the importance of this work as a 
public health service by granting her a 
“C” book so that she may obtain suffi- 
cient gasoline to transport the equipment. 

After the showing of the film, she leads 
a round-table discussion of dental prob- 
lems. Because it has been found that the 
questions asked during these discussions 
are such that only a dentist should at- 
tempt to answer them, the Institute 
arranges for a dentist to be present at 
each meeting. Since they are not asked 
to make speeches, members of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society have been more than 
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willing to undertake these assignments, 
and we are grateful to them for their 
enthusiastic cooperation.

That these film showings are accom- 
plishing their purpose of bringing the 
importance of timely and adequate den- 
tal care home to those who see them is 
illustrated by a comment overheard after 
one of the meetings: “That picture cer- 
tainly makes you tooth conscious. My 
dentist wanted me to have a full X-ray, 
but I didn’t think it was necessary. I 
guess I’d better go back and have it 
done.” 


INDUSTRIAL DIAGNOSTIC SERVICE 


Another primary activity is an indus- 
trial diagnostic service, consisting of in- 
dividual dental examinations, including 
full-mouth X-rays and clinical examina- 
tions, of employed persons in their places 
of employment. These individuals are 
then referred to their family dentists for 
indicated treatment. Since the exam- 
iner’s advice is not motivated by any 
thought of personal gain, his suggestions 
are more readily absorbed. As this serv- 
ice reaches individuals who heretofore 
have seldom been approached on the 
subject of dental care, it is a definite 
contribution to the public health and, at 
the present time, to the war effort. A 
similar industrial program was pioneered 
by the Chicago Dental Society, carried 
on actively from 1934 to 1937, and is 
now being revived by the Dental Hy- 
giene Institute. 
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The major portion of the expense in 
connection with this diagnostic service— 
salaries of examiners, technicians, and 
rental of X-ray equipment—is paid by 
the companies whose employees are ex- 
amined and does not exceed $1.50 per 
person, provided fifty employees a day 
are examined. The Institute provides 
supervision and certain items of equip- 
ment. The establishment of a Dental 
Diagnostic Center, where small organiza- 
tions may send their employees and 
where new employees may be examined 
at the time of hiring, is under consider- 
ation. 

This part of our program is barely 
under way at present, but we expect to 
expand this phase of our work in the 
near future. Dentists who have among 
their patients personnel managers or 
high executives of large corporations are 
urged to bring this service to their atten- 
tion. 


PUBLICITY 


Also included in the Institute’s educa- 
tional program is publicity in all avail- 
able media. Community newspapers, 
house organs, and radio have been used, 
to a limited extent. Articles on dental 
health prepared by the Institute are 
appearing in Downtown Shopping News, 
which, in view of its enormous circula- 
tion, running close to a million, is an 
excellent medium for reaching the wives 
and mothers who are largely responsible 
for their families’ dental health. The 
Tuberculosis Institute is including a 
message about dental health in_ its 
“Health Flashes” which are posted on 
the bulletin boards of industrial plants 
throughout Cook County. This branch 
of the work will be expanded as the 
program gains momentum. 

Sensational pressagentry has no part in 
this campaign. Instead, we take the posi- 
tion that dentistry has a bonafide story 
of real public interest. It must be told 
in layman’s language, of course, but this 
can be done without sacrificing dignity. 

A Dental Health Week is planned for 
the spring, probably April 5 to April ro. 


The “week” is an old but very effec- 
tive publicity device. Through it, public 
attention can be focused on dentistry. 
Dental Health is made spot news, and 
publicity in newspapers, on the air, and 
through other media may be asked for 
and obtained which would not be avail- 
able under ordinary circumstances. 
There will be further news about this 
project, as plans progress, in future issues 
of the FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW. 

In addition to the three major activi- 
ties just outlined, the Institute has as- 
sumed responsibility for the handling of 
details in connection with dental exam- 
inations for the Summer Round-Up. The 
Summer Round-Up, it may be explained 
for the benefit of those who are not 
familiar with this splendid work, is a 
health program sponsored by the Na- 
tional Congress of Parents and Teachers 
through state and local parent-teacher 
associations. Last summer, under the 
chairmanship of Dr. Walter R. Scanlan, 
dental examinations were made in forty- 
two schools, thirty-six in Chicago and 
six in the suburbs, by members of the 
Chicago Dental Society, who donated 
their time. Each child is individually 
examined, the examiners filling out a 
form indicating what medical or dental 
care may be needed. When this form is 
later returned, with the signature of the 
family physician or dentist attesting that 
the needed work has been done, the child 
is awarded a health certificate. In con- 
nection with the Round-Up, Dr. Scan- 
lan and Mrs. Leonard H. Graf (a direc- 
tor of the Institute and Summer 
Round-Up chairman for the Illinois 
Congress of Parents and Teachers) were 
interviewed by Elizabeth Hart over 
WMAQ, the broadcast including a 
strong “plug” for dental care for young 
children. We expect to continue our 
cooperation with the parent-teacher 
organization in this work during the 
coming summer. 


The Institute, in slanting its promo- 
tional message, has taken into consid- 
eration some of the basic truths which 
the big national advertisers have dis- 
covered after years of experimentation. 
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Tests have proved, over and over again, 
that the consumer is not so much inter- 
ested in how a product works, or the 
material it is made of, as he is in what 
it will do for him. Institute films and 
publicity emphasize what dentistry can 
do for the individual—how proper and 
adequate dental care can improve health 
and appearance, how regular checkups 
by a dentist prevent pain and physical 
disability, save time and money. An- 
other precept borrowed from commer- 
cial advertisers is the one about keeping 
everlastingly at it. The same story must 
be told over and over again in order to 
gain universal acceptance. 

As activities must of necessity be re- 
stricted at the start, the Institute for 
the present is directing its message to 
adult audiences—stressing dental health 
for both children and adults. Parents 
are responsible for their children’s den- 
tal care and little can be accomplished 
without their cooperation. We feel, 
therefore, that both children and adults 
will benefit from an aggressive campaign 
of adult education. Later the program 
will be expanded to include direct edu- 
cational work with children. 

While we show our films before men’s 
organizations and mixed groups, the 
greater part of our audience is made up 


of women—wives and mothers. This, 
too, is intentional, for it is the woman 
homemaker who sees to it that her chil- 
dren’s teeth are cared for, who nags her 
husband until he makes that needed but 
too often postponed visit to the dentist. 
She is the person we must reach if we 
are to attain our goal, which is to make 
Chicago families actually want what 
modern dentistry has to offer them. 

Looking back over this first experi- 
mental year, it would seem that the 
three-point program as originally laid 
down is essentially sound and workable. 
Naturally, all three phases of the work 
could not be started simultaneously, and 
consequently some are more advanced 
than others. Also, quite naturally, some 
of the original plans for carrying out 
these projects have had to be revised, as 
experience has brought to light better 
ways of doing things, and other changes 
will be made. Other activities un- 
doubtedly will be added to the program. 
We believe, however, that a good start 
has been made toward the Institute’s 
objective of “selling” the advantages of 
dentistry to the Chicago public, which 
cannot help but result in improved 
health for the public and increased pat- 
ronage for the dentists.

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EDITORIAL 


OPPORTUNITY FOR PUBLIC SERVICE 


The Dental Hygiene Institute of Chicago meets a long-standing need 
for a professionally guided program of publicity and public relations for 
dentistry in the greater Chicago area. Launched during Dr. Glenn Cart- 
wright’s term of office as president of the Chicago Dental Society, it is 
the result of several years of study and planning. 

While dentists will benefit from this program of dental health educa- 
tion, our motive in setting up the Institute is not wholly selfish. We have 
here an opportunity to do a real public service. Better health for the 
people of Chicago through better dental hygiene is our objective, and 
what we are able to accomplish in this direction will be a substantial con- 
tribution to the public welfare and to the winning of the war.

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AMONG OUR WISHES FoR 1943 


Our most fervent wish for 1943 is, of course, the speedy victorious con- 
clusion of the world struggle in which we are engaged. The prospects for 
the fulfillment of this wish are much brighter now than they were on last 
New Year’s Day.

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“The Keys to Health and Happiness” 


The Dental Hygiene Institute’s first 
venture in film producing was completed 
in July, just before the Institute’s former 
director, Mr. William B. Pringle, was 
inducted into the United States Army. 
To him should go the credit of seeing 
through this excellent presentation of the 
Institute’s message, which is being en- 
thusiastically received by lay audiences 
wherever it is shown. 

“The Keys to Health and Happiness,” 
as it is titled, is a sound slide film. A 
slide film, it may be explained for the 
benefit of the uninitiated, consists of a 
series of “still” pictures on a roll of film 
comparable to motion picture film. Each 
section or “frame” is shown on a regular 
lantern slide, successive pictures being 
projected on the screen and held there 
to the accompaniment of dialog or the 
narrator’s description, the sound coming 
from a record-player built into the pro- 
jector. A slide film was chosen because 
of its lower cost—this film cost $2,100 to 
produce, whereas a sound motion pic- 


ture would have cost in the neighborhood 
of $10,000. 

The film tells a complete story, in 
entertaining dramatized form, of the 
troubles of the Davis family and how 
they were corrected by dental care. It 
tells the story of little Anne whose heart 
was broken because her crooked teeth 
had excluded her from a part in the 
school pageant, of Mrs. Davis who was 
nervous and irritable as a result of in- 
fected teeth, and how the whole family 
situation had Henry Davis so upset that 
he almost didn’t get the coveted position 
as sales manager of his company. 

The. presentation is nontechnical and 
easily understood by the lay public. It 
stresses what dentistry can do for the in- 
dividual through better health and bet- 
ter appearance. Home care of the 
mouth, proper diet, and care in the den- 
tist’s office are emphasized. The story 
does not overlook the patient’s fear of 
pain and expense, but explains how these 
will be less if the teeth are examined at 
regular intervals by a dentist. 


In production of the film only pro- 
fessional talent was used, including 
actors, narrator, and script writers. As 
a result, the presentation has the ring of 
conviction which only professionals can 
impart. 

While the Dental Hygiene Institute 
is showing the film only in Chicago and 
the adjacent suburbs in Cook, DuPage, 
and Lake counties (the territory cov- 
ered by the Chicago Dental Society), 
prints of the film and the necessary 
recording may be purchased by local 
dental societies and public health 
agencies elsewhere at a cost of $25 for 
the set. This enables the Institute to re- 
capture part of the cost of production. 
Copies have been purchased by the Di- 
vision of Public Health Instruction, IIli- 
nois Department of Health, the District 
of Columbia Health Department, the 
Roanoke (Virginia) Dental Society, and 
other similar organizations.

Monthly Meeting 


Dr. Ralph L. Christy Pinch-Hits for Dr. Lee Atkinson 


“All I’ve learned I’ve picked up from 
someone else.” This frank statement 
from an essayist rather stunned the audi- 
ence at the December monthly meeting. 
Dr. Ralph L. Christy, substituting at the 


last minute for Dr. Lee Atkinson, was the ° 


author of this remark. He then went on 
to demonstrate what it was that he had 
learned by means of a series of colored 
slides which proved that he learned 
something about photography as well. 


WAR PLANS 


Dr. Christy began his lecture by refer- 
ring to the war plan which has been 
promulgated by the Colorado State Den- 
tal Society, of which he is president. He 
was instrumental in getting the Society 
to adopt this plan and can point with 
pride to its accomplishments. Thirty-six 
Denver dentists are now full fledged 
anesthetists and as many more are on the 
way. The course is given by members of 
the medical profession at the hospitals 
and includes the giving of vaccines and 
the treatment of burns. The plan was so 
well thought of that it was presented 
before the House of Delegates of the 
American Dental Association at St. Louis. 


IMPRESSION TAKING 


Most of Dr. Christy’s discussion of 
Full Dentures had to do with impression 
taking, of which he is a past master. His 
slides showed all the steps in taking full 
upper and lower impressions with loose, 
flabby ridges. He, apparently, is a great 
believer in using pressure to lift the tis- 
sues thereby establishing stress-bearing 
areas and relieving the non-stress-bear- 
ing areas. He starts out by taking a snap 
impression, making a vulcanite tray and 
then establishing the lingual, buccal and 
labial peripheries with wax additions. 
When a patient appears with excessive 


flabby tissue on the anterior of the max- 
illa, Dr. Christy advises cutting an aper- 
ture in the impression tray and allowing 
the tissue to protrude through it. He 
spoke of raising the vertical dimension 
in extreme cases as high as 26 millimeters 
and frequently as high as 20. Your re- 
porter became a bit confused at this 
point for there seemed to be quite a di- 
vergence of opinion here. He couldn’t 
help but overhear a_ stage whisper, 
“Good Heavens, that’s almost an inch. 
You can’t do that and get away with it.” 
But Dr. Christy provided the proof by 
showing some dentures he had made for 
a doctor’s wife who had been the vic- 
tim, according to Dr. Christy, of mis- 
management. She had suffered such 
extensive absorption that, without den- 
tures, her chin and the tip of her nose 
nearly touched each other. He had pro- 
ceeded to make her a set of dentures 
which made her look vastly different. 
Again your reporter became confused 
for at this point the same stage whisper, 
“She looks like a mule-deer.” Never 
having seen this animal, which is a na- 
tive of Colorado, your reporter will have 
to leave its description to the imagina- 
tion of his readers. Dr. Christy’s prize 
patient, though, was the rancher for 
whom he made an upper and lower den- 
ture. He built up the vertical dimension 
to such a degree that the patient was 
mortified by his appearance. But Dr. 
Christy was adamant, “Those are your 
teeth and you'll have to wear them.” 
Several months elapsed and the patient 
again put in an appearance. Dr. Christy, 
who was “in my laboratory,” took time 
out to see him expecting the usual com- 
plaint. Much to his surprise the patient 
was all smiles. Then it came out, He 
had driven up to Canada to bring back 
his wife who had been spending the sum- 
mer with friends. When she saw him she

MEMBERS ASKED TO REPORT 
DENTAL LAW VIOLATIONS 


In Mid-December, Assistant State’s At- 
torney James A. Brown, acting under 
orders from State’s Attorney Thomas J. 
Courtney, duly notified the publishers 
of all neighborhood and foreign language 
newspapers that continued _ publica- 
cation of illegal dental laboratory adver- 
tising would subject them to prosecution. 
The response of the publishers, accord- 
ing to Mr. Brown, has been very grati- 
fying and complete cooperation is 
expected. Nevertheless, to be certain that 
such advertising copy is rejected by the 
newspapers our members are requested 
to scan their local papers and report any 
violations to the Society office. 

In submitting illegal advertisements 
the full page on which they appear is 
necessary. The advertisement itself is 
of no value and cannot be used in filing 
a complaint. Dr. Luther W. Hughes, 
Chairman of the Committee on Legisla- 
tion and Law Enforcement, asks the 
cooperation of all members in this en- 
’ forcement activity on the part of the 
State’s Attorney. 


PROCUREMENT AND 
ASSIGNMENT QUOTAS BEING 
DETERMINED 


Dr. Leo Kremer, member of the Pro- 
curement and Assignment Committee of 
the 6th Service Command, reports that 
at a recent meeting of the Procurement 
and Assignment Committee of the War 
Manpower Commission the quota for 
physicians was established for 1943. An 
effort was made to staff the armed forces 
and also protect the civilian needs. The 
quota for the number of dentists required 
by the armed forces is still tentative but 
probably will be definite by January 15. 
It is believed that the Army and Navy 
will have to be furnished 7,000 to 8,000 
dentists. Illinois will probably have to 
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supply 700-800 on the ratio of about 60- 
75 per month. The majority of these 
men will be from Chicago. For the 
present an attempt will be made to 
secure sufficient dentists from the 21 to 
37 age group. As rapidly as information 
can be secured it will be furnished 
through the columns of THE Fort- 
NIGHTLY REVIEW. ; 


PUBLIC HEALTH DENTAL 
PROGRAM IN ILLINOIS 


The public health dental program for 
the State of Illinois shall be conducted 
so far as practicable in the newly cre- 
ated county health department accord- 
ing to information received from Dr. 
Charles F. Deatherage, Chief, Division 
Dental Health Education. It is planned 
to meet the most essential local needs 
first with a gradual development of a 
fully balanced program. 

The following summarizes the essen- 
tials which are based on the program: 

1. To provide courses on dental edu- 
cation for teachers, nurses and dentists. 

2. To distribute authentic dental edu- 
cational material to schools, industrial 
plants and such other groups as may 
request such material. 

3. To supervise all dental care pro- 
grams in the state in which federal funds 
are budgeted, provided that supervision 
is extended only through full-time health 
officers in areas served by full-time 
health departments. 

4. To participate in rehabilitation pro- 
grams for registrants (selectees) and 
people in vital defense work. 

5. As a contribution to the war effort, 
to. develop and foster plans and super- 
vise the efforts to obtain effective and 
practical dental programs in industry. 

6. To develop a corrective program to 
include care for dentally indigent chil- 
dren above the preschool level. 

7. To extend dental health services to 
medically indigent patients in the vene- 
real disease program with a view of im-

proving the patient’s oral health and 
thus increasing the effectiveness of the 
treatment for syphilis. 
8. To provide a full year of public 
health training to dental members of the 
Division who have not had such train- 
ing. (The Chief of the Division and 
three assistant dentists have completed 
this requirement and two other assistant 
dentists will complete the work about 
February 1, 1943.) 
g. To establish a model clinic in a 
defense unit. (This clinic has been estab- 
lished in the Will County Health De- 
partment and is now operating full time. ) 
The above program has been insti- 
tuted and is operating in the Will County 
and Williamson County Health Depart- 
ments. In the immediate future it will 
become operative in the Morgan County 
Health Department, and after Febru- 
ary I, 1943 will be instituted in two 
other county health departments. 
A staff member has been assigned to 
the East Side Health Unit, East St. Louis, 
to assist in the program among the col- 
ored schools and to expand the Alton 
school clinic for the benefit of the col- 
ored children. 


$1,000,000 PLEDGED FOR 
DIET RESEARCH 


A fund of $1,001,000 has been pledged 
to the Nutrition Foundation, Inc. to 
support a five year program of basic 
research in the science of nutrition. The 
announcement was made at a recent 
meeting of the Foundation in Chicago. 
Among the Universities receiving new 
grants are Northwestern, Chicago, IIli- 
nois, Notre Dame and Wisconsin. The 
new type of studies now being supported 
by the foundation include isolation of 
unstable food factors, protein utilization 
during partial starvation, protection of 
the teeth afforded by specific nutrient, 
nutritive protection against infection, 
nutritive value of low cost vegetables and 


minimum vitamin needs of adults. 

The money is being contributed by a 
group of food and related martufacturers 
including the Gerber Products Company, 
The Great Atlantic and Pacific Tea 
Company, The American Sugar Refin- 
ing Company and the Safeway Stores, 
Inc. 


DR. ROBERT J. WELLS HEADS 
COMMITTEE FOR THE PROTEC- 
TION OF MEMBERS IN SERVICE 


The Committee for the Protection of 
Professional Interests of Members in 
Service, of which Dr. Robert J. Wells is 
chairman, has undertaken a study to 
determine the rights and privileges of 
members who enter the armed forces 
insofar as their office leases are con- 
cerned. Many buildings are asking 
physicians and dentists of military age 
to sign a rider to their lease entitled 
“Military Service Rider” in which cer- 
tain rights and responsibilities are con- 
ferred upon the tenant. Dr. Wells’ com- 
mittee is particularly concerned with the 
provisions of such riders to determine 
whether there are any inequities or 
clauses unfair to members of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society. At the last meeting 
of the Board of Directors the Committee 
was authorized to take whatever measures 
it thought necessary to advise members 
of military age of their legal rights and 
responsibilities in the event they are asked 
to sign military service riders.
